Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed amendments to claims to overcome 112 rejections. 
Examiner indicated that proposed amendments appear to overcome rejections, except that putting natural polymers in 
claim 19 may be indefinite. 

Applicants urged that motivation is not present to use laminin as the glyco protein of the primary reference. Examiner 
pointed out that properties of laminin disclosed by Skubitz et al would have been motivation. Examiner indicated that 
prima facie obviousness present, and unexpected result from using laminin needs to be established. Examiner 
suggested percentages of claims 5 and 6 in claim 1, and establish that these percentages provide superior results, and 
are not suggested by the references. In regard to Valentini et al and Shahar et al, applicants urged that crosslinking 
not used. 
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
